Chapter Ruby; page 90; second parajraph - The first 
sentence cites a CIA report which we were not immedi- 
ately able to locate. Subsequently, I have discovered 
that the information we were concerned about was 
disclosed in two CIA documents reloased under the FOIA. 
They are Document. Nos. 616-790 and 635-796 of the FOIA 
releases from the files concerned “ith the investi- 
gation of President Kennedy's assassination. 


Chapter Plot, pade 22; seventh line from the bottom - 
The names of the two individuals 2: that line shoulda 
be delatad, and in pege 23, line 1, the first name 
should be deleted. When these names appear in an 
earlie: chapter, the authors agreed to eliminate the
